TUENT PART OF SFRY.BUT AVOIDS TAKING POSITION ON QUESTION 

OF EXISTENCE OF A MACEDONIAN NATIONALITY. 

2. DEPARTMENT WILL REEMPHASIZE US POSITION TO MR. 

HOLMES. USUN MAY WISH TO DO LIKEWISE WITH MRS. YOUNG. 

3. DEPARTMENT WILL QUERY DISCRETELY GOY EMBASSY OFFICIALS 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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RE INTENTIONS AT SEMINAR BUT QUESTIONS WHETHER THEY

4. FOR BELGRADE: EMBASSY MAY WISH TO REMIND MRS. YOUNG 
AGAIN OF SENSITIVITY OF MACEDONIAN ISSUE AND COUNSEL HER, 
IN EVENT IT SHOULD BE RAISED, TO RESTRICT HER COMMENTS TO 
STATEMENT OF SUPPORT FOR EXISTING BOUNDARIES. DEPARTMENT 

HAS ALREADY SUGGESTED THAT MRS. YOUNG TREAT ISSUES 
INVOLVING MINORITIES OUTSIDE THE US IN CONTEXT OF GENERAL 
HUMAN RIGHTS PRINCIPLES APPLICABLE TO ALL MINORITIES 
REGARDLESS OF NATIONALITY, AND REFRAIN FROM INVOLVEMENT
